All of this was 
of course totally destroyed. 

The building and machinery were insured 
as follows: Underwriters, New York, $10,000;

$5,000; Astoi, of New Tork. $6,000; North Amer- 
ica. Of Pennsylvania, $2,500; Louisville agen- 
cles, $10,400.

A ore 
ment for the organization of a company to build 
this bridge should de made at once, as its con- 
straction would add largely te the wealth and 
population of the city and greatly facilitate all 
the other projects now contemplated for the 
prosperity of our manufacturing and all other 
material Interests. 

There is one fact in connection with this Sand 
Island bridge project that is wo: thy of consider- 
ation. It is the most popular project with the 
people of New Albany that has yet been gotten 
up in the way of a public improvement.
